OWNER OF SHEEP FINED 
FOR PERMITTING CRUELTY. 


(BEFORE MR. H*NNON.) 

A fine of £2, with £2 2s. costs, was im- 
penne on Christopher Moorhouse, Back, 
gray, who was convicted of ill-treating a bay 
gelding pony by akowing it to be worked 
while in an unfit state at Francis street, 
Dublin, on March 12th. 

Mr. Healy, veterinary surgeon, said that 
the pony was in a shocking state, and he had 
ordered it to be destroyed. 

Mr. Bradley (Messrs. G. Bradley and Son), 
who appeared for the National Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, said 
that that was the class of case that was 
iving the Society an awful lot of trouble. 
There was a traffic in unfortunate animals. 
They were sold and sent around the country, 
and it was very hard to trace them, 

The defendant denied that he was engaged 
la this traffic. 

n a case in which John Cradden and 
Martin Gorman. hoth of Round Tower House, 
Kildare, were charged with ill-treating sheep 
at the North Wall on February 25th last, 
evidence was given by Guard 191C that 
there were forty-five sheep in a lorry, and 
thirty in a trailer driven by Cradden. Of the 
forty-five sheep in the lorry two were dead, 
while the remainder were in an exhausted 
condition. 

Credden and Gorman said that they did 
not know that the sheep were being ill- 
treated, 

A fine of £4 was imposed on each of the 
defendants, the Justice remarking that they 
were guilty of culpable negligence rather than 
conscious cruelty. 

A tee ro brought against William G. 
Woods, of Kells, County Meath, as owner of 
the sheep, for permitting them to be ill- 
treated, was dismissed on the merits. 

John Kelly and John Clifford, of Fresh- 
ford, County Kilkenny, who were convicted 
of ill-treating forty-seven sheep at the North 
Wall on February 27th last, were fined £4 
each, 

It was stated that the sheep were crowded 
on a lorry, driven by Clifford. One of them 
was dead, 

Nicholas Bowden, Freshford, County Kil- 
kenny, owner of the sheep, was fined £10 for 
permitting the cruelty. 


UNPAID ROAD TAX. 

A fine of 10s. was imposed on William 
Daly, a haulage cohtractor, of 26 Upper Oriel 
street, who was convicted of using a motor 
lorry in Patrick street on the 10th ult. with- 
out having a road fund licence in force.

He _ positively asserts that he was 
never confirmed in the Roman Catholic 
Church, and his brother who was dragged to 
a Roman Catholic Confirmation Service against 
his will, positively asserts that the record is 
mistaken, as his brother was not present in 
the Roman Catholic church on that day. In- 
cidentally, this feature in the case revealed a 
lamentable state of laxness in the matter of 
Roman Catholic Confirmations.’’ 

Counsel remarked that for some of those 
statements there was absolutely no shred of 
foundation. None of those boys ever gave 
any evidence, but the statement of the other 
infants was that the boy was never confirmed, 
and there was no evidence that the boy ever 
made sucha declaration as that with which he 
was credited. 

The article continued :—“ An .individual 
named J. Doherty was put down as sponsor 
for the Confirmation The bov Geoghegan 
declared that he knew no such person, nor 
had he any conversation with him on the 
occasion or at any other time. Those who are 
accustomed to fhe orderly method of Con- 
firmation as carried out in the Protestant 
communities that observe it will be somewhat 
surprised to know that the boy’s statement 
is quite compatible with the conditions that 
prevail in the Roman Catholic Church.”

The exhibition of Cubist paintings oy Miss 
Evie Hone, which opened at the Gallery, 7 |

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—-I agree that de-rating would not 
overcome the present crisis. Moreover, under 
the present system, malicious injury to pro- 
perty of all kinds. is kept at a minimum, 
owing to the fact that, as a rule, the rate- 
payers of the locality where such crime is 
committed have to pay to meet the damage. 
This has a very wholesome moral effect on 
the community. I admit that the general 
advance of insurance nowadays rather tends 
to keep the home fires burning, but this is 
another matter. 

There is another circumstance in connec: 
tion with agriculture that is not generally 
realised—that agricultural labourers cannot 
benefit by unemployment insurance, as the 
Act does not apply to them. This means in 
practice that most farmers, who are decent 
men, over-reach themselves in trying to find 
work for men at seasons of the vear when 
remunerative work to he done. 
It also means that they nave to 
and other foods to the unemploved in their 
immediate vicinity. Children are not. as a 
rule, allowed to starve in the countrv—in 
this county, at any rate. I think that we 
have not evolved the kind of civilisation in 
which a man may enjov life while there is 
some family that he knows enduring the 
pangs of cold and hunger. The farmer's con 
tribution to the poor is by no means covered 
by the poor rate. | ? 

Hard times have tanght both the farmer 
and his men that welfare comes along the 
same road to hoth. Thex are become united 
at last, so that, I think, the old idea of 
dividing the -agricultural vote between 
employer and labourer will no longer work. 
We are getting the notion that urban indus- 
trialism, and a Government that apparently 
represents it, would like to keep the agricul- 
tural community thin, but hardy, so as to be 
just able to produce material and enable 
them to carry on their pursuits. Perhaps, 
we might be safer if in better condition.—

_ So sang Patrick Carey, the gay and bril- 
liant younger brother of that Lord Falkland 
who -as both statesman and a great per- 
sonal friend of Charles the First, 

Thea two brothers were a complete con- 
trast with each other, and, until disinterred 
by Sir Walter Scott, the fame of the younger 
was lost in the greater glory meted out to 
his melancholy elder brother, who died hero- 
ically at the first battle of Newbury, in 1643, 
when he was only thirty-three. But into those 
thirty-three years Henry Carey had managed 
to cram a great deal Of publie service, and 
had earned for himself the friendship .of the 
King and the respect of the people whom 
he served during his reign as Secretary of 
State. 

Since’ he was educated, to a great extent, 
at Trinity College, Dubiin, during his father’s 
term as Lord Deputy in this country, we have 
no reason to doubt that his younger brother, 
Patrick, was also an alumnus of the college, 
or that he is entitled to have his name added 
to the list of those writers and statesmen 
who have brought fame to Trinity. 

In the year 1771 the first edition of Patrick 
Carey’s poenis was published by John Mur- 
ray, from a manuscript in the possession of 
a clergyman. In 1819, Scott, ignorant of the. 
existence of a previous. edition, prepared 
another volume for publication, since he had 
a genuine admiration for the hitherto little- 
known writer, the merit of whose verses put 
him on an equal level with the great Cava- 
lier poets, Lovelace, Waller, Denham and 
Herrick, Of Patrick Carey Scott makes Charles 
Il., when in hiding at Woodstock, after the 


Worcester fight, say: “Had you not better |, 


join me in Patrick Carey’s jovial farewell! 
What! You do not know Pat Carey, a younger 
brother of Lord Falkland?’ “ A brother of 
the immortal Lord Falkland, and a writer of 
songs,’ exclaims Dr. Rochcliffe; and the King 
replies: “ Oh, doctor, the muses take tithe. 
as well as the church, and have their share 
in every family of distinction.” 
THE ELDER BROTHER. 
Whilst this gay younger brother was able 
benefit of his fellow- 
cavaliérs, Lord Falkland was with Charles at 
Oxford, whither the court. had removed on 
the outbreak of the strife between the King 
and Parliament. Though at first they sided 
with the Parliamentary party, their subse 
quent violent policy completely alienated 
Falkland’s sympathies, and he returned to 
the service of the King. The sight of Eng- 
land being laid. waste á both armies preyed 
heavily upon his mind, and his efforts to 
bring about peace were as unceasing as they 
were unavailing. The violence advocated by 
Prince Rupert and others of a like kidney 
was thoroughly obnoxious to him, and it 1s 
said that for a long time he courted death 
before it came to him at Newbury. 

Old chronicles tell how the soldiers of the 
Parliament lined the hedges of the battle- 
field, and how a solitary horseman rode out 
from the Royalist ranks and advanced upon 


them through a hail of shot, so that they mar-. 


velled to see him come so far unscathed. His 
men came after him, but, as they reached 
his side, Lord Falkland fell, mortally 
wounded, from his horse. His last words were 
those which he had spoken so often of late: 
‘* Peace, peace !’’ 

CONGREVE. 

From this short mention of the Carey 
brothers, both so brilliant and unlike, let us 
turn to another of Trinity College’s famous 
men—Congreve, the dramatist, famous in Re- 
storation days. 

Born in 1670, Congreve’s early youth was 
bee in Kilkenny, whence he came to Duh- 
in and his studies at Trinity. Of an old 
English family, he made his way to Lon- 
don on the completion of his education. and 
there his handsome face and good manners 
soon procured him admittance to the court of 
the ‘‘Merry Monarch.’’ His witty tongue 
brought him into high favour with Charles. 
and, when he turned his attention to play- 
writing, Mrs. Bracegirdie and “ pretty, witty 
Nell Gwyn ” played the leading réles. With 
such a pair to act in his comedies Congreve 
presented a picture of life in Stuart days, 
more realistic than improving, and it ‘has 
been contended that nothing so witty and bril- 
liant has ever been written@han Congreve's 
‘“‘Love for Love’’ and “ The Double- 
Dealer ’’—unless it be “The Way of the 
World,” with pretty Nell Gwyn in the chief 
female part, and King Charles and his court 
as audience, at Drury Lane. 

Falkland and Congreve are men whose 
names have come down to us with their fame 
undimmed, About Falkland there is a glamour 
like that which surrounded Bayard, the 
knight ‘‘ sans peur et sans reproche’’; for 
Falkland showed himself in his short life, and 
in the manner of his death, to be both, even 
as was the Frenchman. 

But of Pat Carey we know too little. A 
tantalising glimpse of his personality is all 
that is vonchsafed to us. He takes refuge be- 
neath his brother’s fame, and all that we can 
discover about him is contained in a little 
volume of his poems—now a very rare book, 
indeed.

The New Offensive. 


It had been hoped that, when Mr. 
Snowden discussed his proposed tax upon 
land values in the House of Commons, 
he would elucidate many points that 
remained obscure. This hope has been 
disappointed. The Chancellor opened his 
speech yesterday upon a note of hollow 
nobility which inspired him to a cheap 
reference to ducal landlords. More ex- 
plicitly he announced that exemption 
would be given to agricultural Jand and to 
sites owned by churches, loca] authorities, 
hospitals, alms-houses and other public 
utility concerns. From motives of economy 
also any hereditament upon which an 
individual holder could not be charged 
more than ten shillings would escape the 
operation of the measure. What, how- 
ever, within the meaning of the Act— 
the question imposes itself—will be deemed 
to be agricultural land? Mr. Snowden 
made answer that agricultural land would 
not be taxed “so long as it had no higher 
value than its value for agricultural 
purposes ’’—in other words, while it 
was agricultural. The Chancellor’s answer 
is no answer. No account will be 
taken of coal or minerals in the valua- 
tion of property; for, as Mr. Snowden 
confided, ‘‘ the policy of the Government 
with regard to these was one of nationalisa- 
tion.” The object, all sublime, which the 
Chancellor hopes to achieve in time, is 
the cheapening of land for acquisition by 
local authorities; revenue, he suggests, is 
only a secondary consideration. 

No doubt, the Finance Bill, which will 
contain the Jand tax provisions, will throw 
more light upon the details of Mr. 
Snowden’s plans; but it is not likely to 
convince the country that they will fare 
better than Mr. Lloyd George’s fiasco 
of 1909, which cost about £5,000,000 
and produced about £1,300,000. No 
money will be levied until the financial 
year 19335-1934, though, as the Chancellor 
himself admitted, some £300,000 to 
£400,000 of the cost of valuation may fall 
into the charges of the current year. The 
total cost, said Mr. Snowden, may be 
expected to amount to over a million 
pounds; as to the amount of the yield 
he could not even hazard a conjecture. 
Since the valuation will be quinquennial 
from next August, it seems doubtful if 
the game is worth the candle. Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, replying for the Conserva- 
tive Party, exposed the many falsities 
which underlie the scheme. What, he 
asked, would be the position of urban 
allotments, and how would the implied 
proposal to tax them at their improved 
value—if, indeed, such was ‘the proposal— 
the Government’s often ex- 
Here 


accord with 
pressed anxiety on their behalf? 
Mr. Snowden’s: words with regard to the 
principle of land valuation may be quoted. 
‘Land value as defined in the bill,’’ he 
stated, ‘‘ would be represented by the 
price which a purchaser would pay for the 
piece of land at the date of valuation if, 
firstly, the existing buildings and works 
thereon were not there, and, secondly, if 
all other pieces of land were in their 
respective conditions with all buildings 
and improvements thereon.”’ 

What is meant? Does the Chancellor 
intend to rate a plot at its site value, 
having due, though inconsistent, regard 
to the betterment value of adjoining plots ? 
Perhaps, Mr. Snowden was deliberately 
vague on this and other points. Happily, 
it is not really necessary at present to 
pursue the ultimate legal applications of 
the measure, since it is improbable that 
the Socialists will be in office to enforce 
it when it comes to fulfilment in 1935. 
Indeed, the very desire to give it birth 
may be called in question. Mr. Snowden’s 
florid preamble, with its reference to divine 
intentions thwarted by ducal landlords, 


lays bare his real purpose. The proposed 
land taxes are no more than a tactical 


move in a political strategy whose decisive 
action must be fought in the consti- 
tuencies. The Socialists will have much 
to hide in their next general election 
campaign—their calamitous failure to 
solve the unemployment question, the 
wilful allowing of the Royal Navy to “' rot 
from the bottom,’’ and the imminence of 
huge convulsions in a mishandled India. 
An attack upon the House of Lords and 
a new proposal to tax land, which already 
is overburdened by the mulcting of the 
living and the dead, are the Cabinet’s red 
herrings. It is much to be hoped that the 
people, in this instance, will not wish to 
be deceived ; for Socialism is ready with 
the lie. 


Peril in China. 


The position of foreigners in the Chinese 
Republic is one of some danger. As yet 
there is no news of fresh molestation, but 
it is highly significant that British war- 
ships have received orders to be prepared 
for action in the event of trouble. The 
revolt against the Nanking Government, 
which originated last week in Canton, has 
assumed larger proportions, and is spread- 
ing gradually northwards. It is assisted 
by some of the most capable leaders in 
China, and there is every likelihood that 
the new Government at Canton will be 
quite strong enough to support its declara- 
tion of independence by force of arms. 
Certainly, unless Chiang Kai-shek, the 
President of the Republic, accepts the 
Cantonese demands, war must tome again. 
It is feared that hostilities between the 
Chinese factions may be accompanied by a 
recrudescence of ill feeling against 
foreigners. By an unfortunate chance 
the outbreak of hostilities coincides with 
the collapse of the negotiations between 
Great Britain and China on’ extra 
territorial rights. These rights have been 
under discussion for a long time, and, 
once broken, the negotiations are not likely 
to be resumed in the near future. For her 
own part Britain has consented to abro- 
gate most of her rights. She has waived 
the right of her nationals within the Treaty 
areas to appeal from a verdict of the 
Chinese courts to a foreign court, and the 


| 


right to appoint foreign advisers to the 
Chinese courts that try cases involving 
foreigners. On the other hand, she 
refuses to abandon her consular jurisdic- 
tion over districts within a seventeen-mile 
radius of Shanghai, Tientsin, Canton and 


Hankow. There is nothing strange in this 
refusal. The administration of Chinese 
law is still chaotic. Extortion and false | 
imprisonment are rampant; barefaced 
bribery is needed to secure a favourable 
verdict, It is exceedingly improbable that 
a native will obtain justice, and where a 
native fails how is a foreigner likely to 
fare? Moreover, to abandon consular 
‘control over the areas concerned would 


|) mean the end of foreign trade in Chinese 
} waters. All ships that entered the newly- 


proclaimed twelve-mile limit would become 
liable to the innumerable hindrances of 
Chinese jurisdiction. Foreign firms would 
be subject not only to Chinese taxation 
and “red tape,” but to extortion, official 
and unofficial. During this week, perhaps, 
the People’s Convention will express 
China’s attitude towards  extra-terri- 
toriality ; the immediate duty of foreign 
Governments is to take measures for the 
protection of their nationals. 


Changes of Name. 


The French language. contains some 
words which, like Mr. Peace—wh> was 2 
burglar by night and a pious householder 
by day—lead a double life. In one 
application they are respectable names of 
good and useful things; in the other they 
are terms of opprobrium which the 
hardiest of our modern novelists might 
hesitate to convey into English. One 
such word is vache. As every Irish 
schoolboy knows, it is the French for cow, 
but it is used also as an exceedingly rank 
term of abuse. M. Vache, a resident in 
the South of France, unable any longer to 
endure the ambiguity, has been allowed 
to change his name to Michel, and the 
change is notified in the Journal Officiel. 
He explains that he acted not merely on 
his own account: he could not bear that 
his children should be the inheritors of 
his own sufferings in school, in barracks 
and in business. The Paris Correspondent 
of The Times says that bearers of other 
names which have ‘‘a horrible double 
entong ’’—like Morue and Chameau—may 
be expected to follow M. Vache’s example. 
In these islands people are less sensitive 
about names—perhaps, because the genius 
of the English language (we cannot speak 
for Irish) is less allusive, and because the 
national senses of humour are more 
kindly. Names are changed sometimes 
for purposes of inheritance or naturalisa- 
tion, but rarely, we think, because they 
are merely suggestive or uncouth. 
Formerly, indeed, a rugged name was 
thought to be a handicap to a poet. 
Dryden jeered at Elkanah Settle, and 
Byron wrote— 

Oh, Amos Cottle! Fheebus, what a name 

To fill the speaking trump of future fame! 
In these days of. furious competition, how- 
ever, a name that, through sheer stark- 
ness, hits the public in the eye is rather 
an asset than a drawback; and, taking a 
modern poet's case, we can imagine a 
change from Montmorency to Snoots, but 
not from Snoots to Montmorency. To 
become eminent, though possessing one of 
the names of multitude, is a real test of 


genius. .'- Wendell Holmes said of such 


a one— 
Fate tried to conceal him by naming him 
Smith. 


Adventure. 


It was “ immensely necessary,’ said Sir 
Edward Grigg, D.S.O., presiding at the 
opening meeting of the Public Schools 
Careers. Association, ‘‘ to rekindle the 
sense of adventure in the English race.” 
Remarking that the decay of this sense 
since the War had assed strangely un- 
noticed by the nation, Sir Edward urged 
that reinforcement was needed from the 
heart of the Empire, and in this matter 
he looked to the public schools, which 
developed the imagination of boys. Yet 
he might have extended the range of his 
hope ; for a sense of adventure is not—or 
ought not to be—the perquisite of any one 
section of a community. On the other 
hand, the public schools are the depository 
of the spirit of that Victorian age during 
which - the British Empire, as we 
know it to-day, was built. Unfor- 
tunately, the temper of those who 
remain at home does not conduce 
to a whole-hearted support of their 


— 


representatives in distant outposts. Sir 
Edward’s especial interest lay in the East 
African dependencies, where many young 
men, both from England and from Ireland, 
go every year to live out their lives in the 
imperial service. Less than a generation 
ago servants of the Crown in the Colonies 
knew that, even if an occasional Govern- 
ment should sacrifice them to a supposed 
expediency, the nation ultimately would 


come to their rescue. No such confidence 
can exist to-day, when any seditious 
native who has troubled to learn the 
‘‘ abracadabra ” of demagogy is assured 
of a respectful attention from Cabinet 
Ministers. Sir Edward Grigg is right; 
a sense of adventure, which will engender 
a greater readiness to act than to listen 
withoat thought to any so-called novelty, 
is vitally needed.

PROTEST MEETING IN 
DUBLIN. 


One of the largest meetings ever organised 
in Dublin by private effort will take place on 
Thursday, when the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Old Horse Export will meet at 11.2 
a.m. in. the Members’ Hall of the Royal 
Dublin Society. Over a thousand acceptances 
have already been received, and the speakers 
will include General Sir William Hickie, the 
Chairman of the Senate Mr T. W. Westropp 
Bennett, and Mr. Geoffrey Gilbey, the well- 
hnown english sporting journalist.

In 1928, 2,099 horses were 
shipped from Dublin to Antwerp, and the 
figures for 1929 and 1930 were 1,726 and 
1,791, respectively. He pointed out that there 
was no reason for a continuance of this, and 
that the horses could be slaughtered humaneiy 
in Dublin, instead of having to undergo the 
horrors of transportation to the Continent.

night—' We have had bad luck three 
times, but I am stil] determined to mane 
the attempt, and am confident that we 
shall succeed in setting up the ‘ record ’ 
for the flight to Australia and back. The 
work of overhauling the engine will be 
started. at once, and we hope to set out 
again within the next few days. I am par- 
ticularly anxious not to delay too long, as 
Í am rather worried about the monsoons, 
which will soon be prevalent. 

“ We had some thrills on the outgoing 
journey. Between Belgrade and Vienna 
the engine cut-out, and for a few minutes 
we thought we should have to come down. 
It picked up, however, and we were able 
to continue the flight. When we reached 
Constantinople two hours after dark we 
found that there were no lights at the aero- 
drome, and for a quarter of an hour we 
flew round in circles until the noise of the 
engine attracted attention, and lights were 
put out to enable us to land. The Turkish 
officials were amazed to see us, as the aero- 
drome is such a difficult one for landing 
that a machine had never before come 
down after dark. We were treated with 
every kindness.’’

MR. BALDWIN’'S VIEW. 


Mr. Baldwin considered it rather futile 
to discuss this question until they saw 
what appeared in the Finanee Bill. There 
was no more difficult and complicated 


subject than the taxation’ of land values, | 


and there were numerous questions that 
they, on the Opposition benches, would 
have to ask and have definitely settled, 
unless the whole effect of this legislation 
was to be lost by appeals to the law courts. 
The whole question of securing the in- 
creased value of land for the benefit of 
the public was a subject which many men 
of all parties had been interested in for 
many years. So far, the problem had proved 
insoluble, and he could not conceive that 
anything in the bill was going to make it 
soluble. 

But they were really talking in the air. 
They were not discussing the real subject 
at all, but simply a proposal to put, in 
two years’ time, a tax of one penny on 
each pound of the land value of every 
unit of land in Great Britain. That was 
about all they knew at present. He was 
once told by a mathematician that there 
were beautiful realms of mathematics 
built up entirely on the root of minus one.

NOVEL CONFERENCE OF

A SECRET meeting of King Alexander

KING CAROL AT THE WHEEL

Temporary resort to Crown 
government, if it is to come. must not 
be a mere adjournment.

— a — 


POSITION IN BRITAIN AND 
THE FREE STATE, 


Criticising the majority report of the De- 
ratng Commission, Senator Wilson writes :'— 
‘The majority report spends a number of 
pages rebutting the arguinents in favour of 
de-rating, and has not failed to make its own 
case’ by the use of erroneous statements. 
As an example, in dealing with the position 
of the Free State farmer as compated with 
his competitor in Britain, it 1s stated that the 
average rent in England is 30s. per acre, as 
against the average lere of 7s. Qd 
This 7s. 9d. is quoted as representing annui- 
ties, interest in lieu of rent and sinking fund, 
but no mention is made that— (1) ere is 
tenant right in the Jand here; (2) this tenant 
right has to be purchased, and frequently 
exceeds in value the landlord's right, and 
that the rent here 1s, therefore the 7s, 9d. 
suggested by the Commission, plus interest 
on the capital sum paid for the tenant right, 
and that on top of this the tenant here has 
to keep, his house, outoffices, gates and fences 
at his own expense, all of which expenses 
are borne by the landlord in England. 

“In comparing the position of the farmer 
here with his neighbour across the border, 
it is mentioned that while the Northern 
farmer has no rates to pay, there are no 
aids corresponding with (1) The reduction 
of rents under the Land Act of 1923; (2) 
beet subsidv; (3) Agricultural Credit Cor- 
poration. The relief to the Free State farmer 
under the 1923 Act has only partly fructified, 
and in any case that Act only deals with 
the residue of the tenants left after 
operations of the British Acts, which applied 
fo all Ireland; and as regards 2 and 3, this 
is not the place to deal with them, but in 
passing, 2 is of doubtful utility, and 3, while 
this Corporation gives long term credit not 
given by the Joint Stock Banks, its rate of 
interest is extremely high, and as it functions 
it is gradually adopting the policy of the 
Joint Stock Banks in lend ng money to those 
who do not want it and : fusing it to those 
who do. No mention whatever is made of 
the fact that the Free Siate farmer pays 
through Customs an amount calculated by the 
Commission itself of £413,000 on his clothing 
and £783,000 on other ite ns, sweets, jams, 
bedsteads, furniture, woollens, boots, excess 
on sugar, which the Nortlern farmer escapes.

Apropos of 
this useful piece of information, the Com- 
mission might have in jujred how many 
millions of the Joint Sto: Bankers’ money 
is due by farmers who spent, jt in the inflated 
period in the purchase of tenants’ right to land. 
This question of deposits of farmers deals 
with individaals. Certain farmers have de- 
posits—probably one in twenty. Certain 
other farmers are hopelessly in debt to the 
banks, but neither of these facts supply any 
argument as to the depression in the agri: 
cultural industry, and arg not arguments 
against the necessity for de-rating. 

The position of the farming community, 
hy which twenty per cent. of their nett earn- 
ings are filched from them for semi-national 
services, has no Comparison amongst the 
merchant-industrial classes. The Commission 
accepted the existing system as correct, and 
if any question arises as to why real estate 
(the farmers’ property) is called upon to 
bear the burden of local utilities they answer 
that any inequality arising is counteracted 
by the good action of the community in 
bearing £1,198,000 of the cost of the farmers’ 
rates. When it is remembered that the in- 
come of the State is given at £170,000,000, 
and that of this sum £65,000,000 are attribu- 
table to agriculture, the remaining income of 
over £100,000,000 is attributable to non- 
agricultural activities. Hence you have this 
position existing notwithstanding Exchequer 
rants. The farmers, with an income of 
265,000,000, pay over £2,000,000 in rates, 
and the rates of all productive and freight 
transport hereditaments, with an earning 
power of £100,000,000 sterling, pay rates 
amountin: ~ 4-3 of £238,000, or £317,333+.

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FRESH TROOPS 
FOR MADEIRA. 


REBEL DICTATOR AND 
-CHIEFS DETAINED. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
FUNCHAL, Monday. 


| MARTIAL law is being gradually ex- 


tended throughout the Island of 
Madeira. The rebellion certainly has 
ended, but the Government forces have 
learnt: that bombs and other arms had 
been distributed by the rebels to 
civilians, and are, therefore, not neglect- 
ing any precaution. 

The Minister of Marine landed at 
Funchal yesterday, when the cruiser Vasco 
da Gama, the Bengo Ibo, and Zaire, and 
the troopships Cubano and Pedro Gomes 
entered the port. 


TROOPS LANDED. 
No. 1 detachment and a company of 
marines were landed and stationed in the 
town during the night. Detachments Nos. 
2 and 3 arrived in the transport Nyassa. 
Garrisons have. been established in the 
districts of Machico and Santa Cruz, and 
other troops are moving to-day into more 


| distant districts, where some of the rebels 


may have taken refuge. 

General Souza Dias, the rebel dictator, 
and high leading officers, including Major 
Varag, are now detained at the quaran- 
tine station outside Funchal. Some of the 
rebels, however, have fled to the hills, 
and some have sought asylum in the 
Brazilian and British Cousulates. 
Meanwhile British ships calling at the 
island will find the port open to them 
once more, and the local newspapers have 
resumed publication.

In a statement on the present position 
in Madeira, Mr. A. Henderson, Foreign 
Secretary, in the British House of Com- 
mons yesterday, said that on Saturday 
last the insurgents telegraphed the Com- 
mander of the Government forces offering 
to surrender. Those who had served as 
officers took refuge on H.M.S. London, 
and the captain had been in communica- 
tion with the Minister of Marine, who was 
on the spot, with regard to them, and the 
Portuguese Minister of Foreign Affairs 
has given His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
Lisbon an undertaking that their lives 
will be spared if they surrender. Some 
had surrendered voluntarily. 

“I anticipate,’’ he added, “a satis- 
factory arrangement as regards the others 
will be made shortly. British subjects 
have in no way been molested,-and I have 
no information as to whether there has 
been any damage done to British property. 
The fact that H.M.S. London is no longer 
required suggests that British subjects 
are in no danger. H.M.S. Curlew will 
remain for the present. 

“The greatest credit is due to the 
captain of H.M.S. London and His 
Majesty’s Consul of Funchal for the 
manner in which they have handled the 
situation.” :

£2000 FRAUD 
CHARGE. 


BETTING PLAN THAT 


STORY of a betting scheme that could 
A not lose was told at Glasgow High 

Court yesterday, when Charles Bloom- 
field, alias Robinson, and Edward. Michael 
Cavendish, alias Norton, alias Naughton, 
were charged with defrauding a well-known 
Glasgow business man, Andrew Frame, of 
Bearsden, of £2,000. Both pleaded not 
guilty. 

The Crown alleged that the two men in- 
duced Mr. Frame to part with the money 
by means of a confidence trick, known as 
the ‘‘safe investment” plan. 

Mr. Frame, in his evidence, stated that 
he made the acquaintance of the two men 
while on holiday at Droitwich Spa. There 
were subsequent meetings and exchanges of 
hospitality. He was very much impressed 
by the men. Cavendish told him that he 
was a big sheep farmer, and that Bloomfield 
was more or less of independent means. 
Cavendish and Bloomfield visited Glasgow 
in October, and were entertained by Mr. 
Frame at his house. During conversation, 
Mr. Frame said, Bloomfield asked him if he 
knew anything about racing, and what was 
meant by laying on and laying off a horse, 
and then proceeded to explain the scheme. 


“THE RECORDER.”’ 


“ He told me,” said Mr. Frame, ‘‘ that he 
was interested in a scheme, and that the 
name of the horse was ‘I‘he Recorder, which 
was entered for the Cambridgeshire Handi- 
cap, to be run on October 29, 1930. He 
suggested to me that | should put some 
money on it. He told me he had arranged a 
very large scheme, and that he could get 12 
to 1 against the horse. He suggested to me 
to come into the scheme. He suggested 
£5,000. I told him that that was impossible. 
He seemed rather offended, and said that I 
did not understand the scheme. 1 replied 
that | did, and he then asked me why | did 
not do as he told me. He told me that 1 had 
not the siightest cause for any anxiety, and 
that everything was bound to work out so 
that | would not lose my money. He seemed 
to think that £3,000 was rather a small 
investment ”’ 

The Advocate Depute—How was the 
transaction to work out in your favour? 
Mr. Frame—-In the transaction I stood to 
gain £24,000 if the horse won. That was 
what Mr. Bloomfield represented to me. But 
I laid off £20,000 to £5,000, and with that 
sum subtracted I was left with a clear profit 
of £4,000. If the horse lost I would get 
£5,000 from the laying off transaction, from 
which I subtract the £2,000 I lost, leaving 
met £35,000, and a clear profit of £1,000. 

Mr. Frame added that he gave Bloomfield 
a cheque for £2,000, and at Bloomfield’s 
dictation wrote the following letter :— 

“This is authority for Mr. Bloomfield to 
use his discretion regarding hedging on my 
—— on The Recorder in the Cambridge- 
shire.”’

Mr. Frame then related how The Recorder 
ran third in the Cambridgeshire. - With 
Bloomfield’s scheme he stood to win £1,000, 
and his own £2,000 back. He got. neither,

Frame, in evidence, said that her 
opinion of the two accused men when she 
met them was that they were “‘ two very nice 
gentlemanly men.” On October 6th she got 
a telephone message from her husband, who 
indicated that he was going to do business 
with Bloomfield and asked for advice, She 
advised him to go into the transaction. On 
one occasion, after the transaction had been 
entered into, Bloomfield came and said: “Now 
Mrs. Frame, do not look so worried about 
this money. We will not lose, whatever he 
may gain.” Mrs. Frame said that while in 
London she attempted to get into communica- 
ticn with Bloomfield, but did not see him.

Ber he plaintiffs seek to recover £1,755 lls. 
4d., money alleged to. be due by the de- 
fendants to them on foot of a fidelity guaran- 
tee licy dated September 25th, 1925, 
whereby defendants guaranteed that if at 
any time. during the period from April Ist, 
1925, to March 3Jst, 1926, or during any 
further period thereafter, any pecuniary loss 
should Be sustained by the plaintifis by 
reason of fraud or dishonesty on the part of 
the plaintiffs’ rate collectors, amounting to 
embezzlement of money, the defendants 
would make the amount up to a sum 
limited specifically in the case of each 
collector. 

“One of the collectors, Garrett Byrne, of 
Glenealy, County Wicklow, stated plain- 
tiffs, received 12s. 1d. in respect of the 
1926-1927 rate collection, and did not pay it 
over tothe County Council. Another 
‘collector, Michael Halpin, of the Green, Kil- 
tegan, County Wicklow, received £917 11s. 
8d. in respect ot tle 1927-1928 rate collection, 
‘and did not this sum to the County 
Council, In Sdiwers. 1928, Garrett Byrne 
was convicted at the Central Criminal Court 
of forgery arid embezzling the moneys of the 
laintiffs, and in February, 1929, Michael 
Fralpin was convicted at Wicklow Circuit 
Court of forgery and embezzling the moneys 
of the plaintiffs. 

By rantee policy it was agreed that 
the lability of the defendants in respect of 
the default of Garrett Byrne should not ex- 
ceed £1,343 15s. 9d. and in respect of the 
default of Michael Halpin should be limited 
to £818 19s. 3d. 

It was alleged that the Council had sus- 
tained a loss of £917 J1s. 8d. in respect of 
Byrne and £818 19s. 3d. in the case of 

alpin, and the action was brought to re- 
cover these moreys. 


THE DEFENCE,

DOCTOR’S TESTIMONY TO 
HIS USEFULNESS. 


“The advent of the engineer into the 
domain of public health is not of recent 
date; we see to-day remains of the achieve- 
ments of the engineers of Ancient Rome 
when they built aquaducts and sewers which 
even at this day are regarded as marvels of 
engireering skill,” declared Dr. R. P. 
McDonnell in the course of a paper on “ The 
Functions of the Engineer in the Public 
Health Movement,” which he read at the 
annual general meeting of the Institute of 
Civil Engineers of Ireland in the Hall, 35 
Dawson street, Dublin. i 

‘“How futile would be our efforts to im- 
prove the sanitation of our environment. with- 
out the aid and advice of the engineer,” 
added the lecturer. ‘‘ Hygiene and sanitation 
are not, as is generally believed, the preroga- 
tive of the doctor; true he is invariably the 
director of operations in matters pertaining to 
health, but sanitation, which formerly was 
the main function of the health officer, has 
to-day passed almost entirely under the 
contro! of the sanitary engineer. Not till 
the public come to regard the provision of an 
abattoir as equal in importance to the build- 
ings of a Carnegie library, the provision of 
public baths or the erection of a new school, 
can we hope to advance.’’ 


_ Mr. E. A. Murphy, hon. secretary, said 
it gave him very great pleasure to announce 
the establishment of the Laurence J. Kettle 
annual casn premium. Mr. Kettle had set 
aside a sum of £450, recently presented to 
him, to be invested to the credit of the 
Institution. The annual interest on the sum 
would be made available as a prize of 
twenty guineas and a silver medal for the 
best paper or thesis on a subject selected by 
the President as announced at the annual 
general meeting.

MR. LLOYD GEORGE’S 
BROADCAST. 


R. LLOYD GEORGE, in a broadcast 
speech last night, urged upon his 
countrymen ‘‘two or three considerations 
which ought to make them pause befóre, in 
a moment of panic, they take this 
tremendous leap into the vortex of 
tarifis.”’ : 

‘‘Has it ever occurred to protectionist 
advocates,” he said, ‘‘to ask themselves 
why it is that, if free trade is such a 
curse and protection would be such an 
obvious blessing, great protectionist states- 
men have 60 silos shrunk from conferring 
this blessing and averting the curse when 
opportunity came to them 2” 

Mr. Baldwin was in power from 1924- 
29 with the largest Tory. majority on 
record in both Houses of Parliament; yet 
he never. attempted the safeguarding of 
our most important industries by means 
of a tariff, although during that time 
unemployment was abnormal. ; 

The reluctance of distinguished Conser- 
vative statesmen like Lord Beaconsfield, 
Lord -Salisbury and Mr. Baldwin to 
hazard the experiment of revolutionary’ 
change in the fiscal system when they had 
the opportunity proved that they were far 
from being convinced that it would be 
beneficial, and that they were not free 
from grave misgivings that it might prove 
disastrous to.at least many of our most 
important industries without securin 
compensasing advantages. It would be 
said, “ What about the United States? 
There wages are higher than here.” The 
U.S.A. constituted the largest free trade 
area in the world. It would be contended 
that the British Empire might be organised 
into an even larger free trade area. It 
would be time enough to consider that 
when Indi@# and the Dominions showed 
the slightest sign of letting in our goods 
free of duty in return. for our purchase 
of their products free of impost. Up to 
the present their movement was exactly 
in the opposite direction. India, Australia 
and Canada had recently increased their 
tariffs agains&é our goods. Even with 
preference some of those duties ware almost 
prohibitive, and were intended to be so. 

“We have adapted our industries to the 
free trade system. If we impose tariffs, 
we shall inflict irremediable injury upon 
those great industries which have been 
fostered by free trade.” 

Mr. Lloyd George added: “Are you 
quite sure that, if you destroy our present 
system of free imports, you will retain 
unimpaired al] this incomparable inter- 
national trade which we have so Jaboriously 
built up? Are you equally certain that, 
if you do: lose some of it, you will secure 
something also which will make up for 
the loss ?’’

THE SWEEPSTAKE. 


TICKET SALE CASE 
DISMISSED. 


— 


An important decision was given by Mr. 
Mead at Marlborough street Police Court, 
London, yesterday, when he dismissed a 
summons for selling two tickets in the 
Irish Free State Hospitals’ Sweepstake. 
The defendant was Charles William Curtis 
Watson, described as the secretary of 
Blackie’s Sportsman’s Bureau, Pall Mall, 
W. Evidence had been given by a Scot- 
land Yard detective that he had bought 
two tickets for the Grand National 
which were taken from a book of twelve 
tickets. 

Sir Percival Clarke prosecuted. 

Mr. Mead said: “ Even if the defendant 
has committed the act imputed to him, I 
doubt whether he can be legally convicted 
of an offence.” The Lottery Act, 1823, he 
said, provided that if any person com- 
mitted any of the forbidden acts he was 
to be deemed to be “ a rogue and a vaga- 
bond ” under the Act and punished under 
it. There were three classes: Idle and 
dsorderly persons, rogues and vagabonds 
and incorrigible rogues. He did not think 
such terms applied. “' Who shall say that 
any fellow-creature is an incorrigible 
rogue? Often, when an offender is so 
deemed, the Court of Quarter Sessions has 
been so optimistic as to deal with him in 
the most lenient way.” 

The ease of Mathers v. Penfold threw 
an entirely different light upon the 
Vagrancy Act. There it was held that the 
term “ idle and disorderly person '” must 
be applicable to the person at the time he 
did the prohibited act. That decision, 
said Mr. Mead, seemed to govern the case 
before him. The offender in the present 
case was to be deemed “a rogue and 
vagabond,’’ but, according to the quoted 
case, that would have to be his status— 
his mode of life—when committing the 
offence. 

In the present case, Watson was of 
quite good reputation. Mr. Mead added: 
‘* As the ground of this lottery, prohibi- 
tion, was not the moral turpitude, but the 
liability of competition with State 
lotteries, the question arises whether it 
was contemplated when the Act was 
passed that a respectable person perform- 
ing an innocent, though unlawful, act 
should be branded as a ‘ rogue and vaga- 
bond,’ and should be liable to at least a 
nfonth’s imprisonment with hard J&bour? 

“ The summons is dismissed, but it is to 
be noted that, if I am right in so doing, 
the defendant will, notwithstanding, be 
liable to prosecution at the suit of the 
Attorney-General.’’
